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1 . IN RESPONSE TO SOVIET DELEGATION REQUEST TO CONTINUE CON- 
SULTATIONS ON SC MIDDLE EAST DEBATE, AMBASSADOR BENNETT AND 
MISOFF MET AGAIN WITH OVINNIKOV AND PYRLIN JANUARY 16. SOVIETS HAD 
LITTLE TO SAY, AND WERE PERHAPS INTERESTED MAINLY IN PROBING FOR 
CHANGES IN US POSITION. BENNETT SAID US ATTITUDE TOWARD DEBATE 
HAS NOT ALTERED, AND STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF PROTECTING THE 
NEGOTIATING PROCESS AND RETURN TO GENEVA FROM DAMAGING ACTIONS 
IN THE COUNCIL. 

2. OVINNIKOV HANDED BENNETT A PAPER (TEXT PARA 4) ABSTRACTING 
STATEMENTS THAT HAD BEEN MADE IN THE COUNCIL DEBATE REGARDING 
A) THE CENTRALITY OF THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION TO A MIDDLE EAST 
SETTLEMENT AND B) THE NEED EOR RECOGNITION OF PALESTINIAN POLI- 
TICAL RIGHTS. OVINNIKOV SAID IT WAS CLEAR THAT THE TREND OF THE 
COUNCIL WAS TOWARD A RESOLUTION CONTAINING THESE ELEMENTS. THE 
USSR CONTINUED IN ADDITION TO FAVOR A RESOLUTION REAFFIRMING THE 
RELEVANT SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS AND CALLING FOR AN 
EARLY RENEWAL OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. 

3. ON THE MATTER OF RELEVANT SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS, 
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BENNETT REMARKED THAT WE HAD NOTED THE ABSENCE OF ANY DIRECT 
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REFERENCE TO RESOLUTIONS 242 AND 338 IN AMBASSADOR MALIK'S 
STATEMENT YESTERDAY. PYRLIN INSISTED THAT THIS DID NOT SIGNIEY 
A CHANGE IN SOVIET POLICY. THE USSR CONTINUED TO BELIEVE A 
MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT MUST BE BASED ON THE PRINCIPLES CON- 
TAINED IN THESE RESOLUTIONS. BOTH HE AND OVINNIKOV, HOWEVER, 
SPOKE OE "ALL RELEVANT RESOLUTIONS".
